My policy for the public schools 
may be stated in two words—* chil- 
dren first.” Our public schools have 
been properly called the bulwark of 
our nation. The school tax should be 
expended with the idea of providing 
every child with a practical education, 
an education that shall help to fit him 
for the work he will be called upon to 
perform when he comes into every- 
Jay contact with the world. As a 
product of the public schools of Chi- 
ago, as an observer and supporter of 
ur school system, I am somewhat 
amiliar with the needs of the chil- 
Iren and am an advocate of an educa- 
ional program which shall ‘be with- 
out fad or fancy and of a ‘character 


bey 8 . which shall produce the greatest 
THOMPSON benefit to the pupils. 
snore Qe OF No pupil should be allowed to suffer 


in his school work for lack of proper 
books in cases where the parents are unable to purchase 


them, and in such instances the books should be supplied 


from the school funds. 


School Closest to Home. 

We all know that the school fs closer to the home than 
any other of our institutions, and that we should make 
every effort to encourage the very closest codperation 
between parents and teachers in an effort to bring out 
the best in the children of today, who are to be the men 
and women of tomorrow. On them will be the responsi- 
bilities when we are gone, and through them we must 
build for the future and continued greatness of this city 


of ours. 


The next mayor will appoint seven of the twenty-one 
members of the board of education in July of this year 
and seven each year of his term. If I am elected mayor 
of Chicago it will be my sincerest endeavor to select 
members of the board who will unselfishly give of their 
time and effort In making our public schools second to 
none. No political, religious, personal, or other such con- 
siderations will find place in the appointments. There 
will be but one guiding principle—the good of the chil- 


dren. 


Seeks Aid of Mothers. 

And in this connection ft will be my policy to bring the 
schools into the homes and the homes into the schools by 
asking the mothers of Chicago to serve in larger num- 
bers than they have heretofore, that we may have the 
close, personal interest of the real makers of the homes 
in an educational program which shall make for the effi- 
ciency of the child trained to the duties of good citizen- 
ship and not forgetting for a moment its moral and 
physical well-being. 

I wish to state, in answer to questions that have been 
put to me, that I do not believe that the mayor should 
use his influence in the selection of a superintendent of 
schools, president of the board of education, or chairmen 
of the various committees. My answer to those who 
have asked how scandals like that of the recent school 
sites exposure may be prevented is in the character of 


the men and \women appointed. I am in favor of the 
more general, use of the public school buildings as 
atighborhood and recreational centers, but I have re- 
served my opinion relative to the use of school audi- 


torlums for municipal dances until I have opportunity 
to investigate. 


Attitude on Juul Law. 

As to the deficit facing the school board I have a de- 
cided opinion. I am not prepared to advocate, without 
being convinced of the a»Ssolute necessity of such action, 
che taking of the educational fund out from under the 
operations of the Juul law, as I do not favor raising the 
‘axes unless positively essential to the public welfare, 
but the general assembly can raise the tax rate suffi- 
siently to provide adequately for the schools and give 
Chicago the best system of public schools in the world 
and every child a chance, : 

I believe that a businessifke administration of the 
hoard by such men and women as are capable, honest, 
and sincere will result In savings that will not only 
prevent deficits under the present tax rate but will 
enable the board to make needed improvements. It is 
time to face this condition squarely. The schools are for 
the children, not the politicians. Every dollar of the 
money set aside for school purposes should Se, must be, 
and, {f I am elected mayor, will be, expended for the 
benefit of the children and no one else, 


These joint debates will be continued tomorrow

The schools are for the educational 
good of the children, first, last, and all 
the time. They are not to be em- 
ployed as experiment stations for fad- 
dists of any kind, or as an adjunct to 
any sort of propaganda, political, 
commercial, industrial, or religious, or 
as a field for the money making oper- 
ations of individuals. 

Hewing to this line strictly will put 
an end to the squabbles, disputes, and 
controversies of all kinds which dis- 

urb and distract the attention of 
eachers, parents, pupils, and every- 
‘ody concerned, and thereby impair 
he discipline and efficiency of the 
ducational system. 

How are we to reach this desired 
condition? 


Appointments Are Vital. 

There is only one way. That ts by 
appointing to the board of education men and women 
whose very names will command public confidence, whose 
only purpose will be to promote the best possible educa- 
tional service, and whose character and ability will be 
equal to the task of enforcing broad and sound policies. 

The board of education is no exception to the unwrit- 
ten law that governs all public service. No matter how 
sound and complete may be the law or ordinance de- 
signed to accomplish a particular purpose, no matter how 
perfect the system for carrying out the purpose of that 
law or ordinance, it will not produce 100 per cent unless 
the human agencies that operate it are adequate. 


Mayor Shouldn’t Interfere. 

Having done his part to secure an able and confidence 
commanging board of education, the mayor should inter- 
fere with its operations as little as possible. -He should 
keep his hands off, primarily, because not to do so would 
be misunderstood, and the misunderstanding would 
operate to the disadvantage of the schools. 

We have not yet reached the state of public mind under 
which a mayor can keep as closely to the school board's 
work as he does to that of more strictly city depart- 
ments, even when his motive is the highest and his pur- 
pose the best, without exciting suspicion of “ politics” 
in educational! affairs. That is always bad. 

At the same time he should not be afraid to use his 
influence in an emergency when necessary to promote 
approach to the ideal conditions I have suggested above, 
because, after all, management of the schools is a part of 
city administration, and the mayor, by appointing the 
achool board, becomes responsible for that board. 


For Businesslike Board. 
The school board should be composed of men and 


women capable of supervising and directing the busi- 
ness, finances, and policies of the board in accordance 
with the highest standard existing In the educational 
and commercial world. It ts not to be expected that 
they should deal with the details of educational work, 
passing on the technical adequacy or Inadequacy of text 
books, methods of teaching, and the Hike. That ts and 
should »be the business of the superintendent and of the 
superintendent's assistants—of trained educators, 

In respect to the business affairs of the board, “don’t 
spend more than your Income, and always spend for the 
necessities, for the essentials, first,” is always a good 
rule to follow in spendirg money, whether public or 
private money. The newspapers say the school board 


now faces a deficit of $1,000,000, 
Must Adjust Expenses. 

It would be the sheerest presumption to say in deta!! 
from the outside how this situation should be dealt with, 
but when I am elected it will be dealt with promptly. 
Adjusting expenditures to needs on the one hand and to 
resources on the other !s a matter of getting down to 
minutest deta!ll with pencil and paper and figuring out 
what must be done, then what should be done, and then 
which of the “shoulds” can be done with the resources 
which are available. , 

I want to see the public schools play an even larger 
part in the life of the city’s children and of the entire 
community. The largest possible legitimate use of them 
as neigh »orhood educational and recreational centers Is 
to be encouraged. I look forward to the time when our

Statement by Austria. 

VIENNA, March 27.—Tae follow- 
ing Austrian officia! statement was is- 
sued here tonight: . 

“Russian. attacks with strong new 
fonces on the Carpathian front have 

miscarried and the enemy enaffered se- 
vere losses. In the hills near Benya- 
voelgz, on both sides of the Latoroza 
valley, south of Labotczrsv, violent 
fighting continues. 

“In Bukowina, northeast of Czerno- 
witz, our troops, after a riolent engage- 
ment, repelled superior Russian forces, 
driving them back to the frontier. We 
took several villages and captured 
1,000 prisoners and two guns.” 


Reports Russian Defeat. 
BUDAPEST, March 27.—The entire 
Russian army that marched against 
Bukowina is now in full retreat, accord- 
ing to di#patches received here tonight. 
The Russian right wing has fallen back 
across the Dniester river. ‘The main body 
has been driven across the Russian fron- 
tier with Austrian cavalry pressing close 
upon its rear guard. 


Berlin Watching Struggle. 

BERLIN, March 27.—With East Prussia 
cleared of Russian raiders, Berlin tonight 
turned its eyes on the Carpathians. A 
semi-official statement from the war 
offices contained ,the statement that al- 
though the struggle for posseasion of the 
Lupkow pass has been on for several 
das, the result is stili in doubt. 

That the Austrian positions at Vidrony, 
west of Lupkow pass, have been made 
almost impregnable was the claim of Ber- 
lin military men tonight. If the Russians 
succeed in forcing the Lupkow pags at 
this point and invading Hungary ft will 
be only at a tremendous cost. 

The possibility that the Slavs, even if 

_ they break through the Carpathians, will 
make a serious threat against Budapest 
is ridiculed here. From Bartfa to the 
Hungarian capital is 160 miles. To make 
progress along the Bartfa-Budapest rail- 

- Way and at the same time maintain their 
communications through Galicta would 
require millions of men, according to 
German military critics, and is out of the 
question. 

East Prussia Again Clear 

The Russkin offensive movement against 
the East Prussian territory to the north 
of Tilsit came to its end last Friday night 
with the expulsion of the last Russian 
from the province. Cavalry played a 
ereat part in driving the Russians out. 

This offeaisive activity is taken in Ber- 
lin to indicate that the Russians have fin- 
ished filling out the gaps in their line 
and are now ready for new operations 

The war office today issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

** Russian troops who started from Tau- 
roggen to leot Tilsit in the same way as 
they looted Memel, have been repulsed 
near Laugezargen.

RUSS REPORT ON PRZEMYSL. 

PETROGRAD, March 27.—The follow- 
ing supplementary official statement was 
issued tonight by the Russian staff: 

“The German press asserts that the 
garrison of Przemys! did not exceed 25,000 
men; that the supplies would have lasted 
a long time if the garrison had not been 
compelled to share its scanty rations with 
an enormous number of Russian prisoners 
captured during the course of sorties; 

that the fall of Przemysi hag no military

destroyed 300 towns and villages in Ga- 

licla, of which 250 were razed to the 
ground.

Turkish Forts Reported De- 
Stroyed When Allies Renew 
Efforts to Force Straits, 


LONDON, March 27.—Twenty great 
battleships, eight powerful cruisers, and 
a land force estimated at from 40,000 to 
50,000 are concentrating at the entrance 
to the Dardanelles for a grand assaul+ 
upon the Otteman defenses, according to 
Athens dispatches received here tonight. 

The superdreadnaught Warspite, sister 
ship of the Queen Elizabeth, arrived off 
Tenedos island early today, according to 
Athens reports. With it and acting as 
convoys to a flotilla of transports were 
a British battleship and a British cruiser, 
two French battieships, and two French 
cruisers, and a Russian cruiser. 


“Real Attempt Opens Soon.” 

The admiralty office tonight, as usual, 
refused to comment upon press reports of 
movement against Constantinople. 
There was no official confirmation of the 
reported arrival of reinforcements, in- 
cluding the Warspite. But an admiralty 
official made this significant statement: 

“The real attempt to force the Darda- 
nelles is about to begin.”’ 

Immediately following the arrival of 
the new ships their captains reported to 
Rear Admiral de Robeck, and a confer- 
ence was held aboard the flagship of the 
fleet commander. 

The conference lasted for two hours. 
Shortly after the captains returned to | 
their ships three British and one French 
warship steamed siowly into the Darda- 
nelles and the boom of big guns again 
shook the islands along the ccast. 

A Paris dispatch received today said 
that the guns of Fort Brenkeui, on,the 
Asiatic shore of the strait, have been 
silenced by the Queen Elizabeth and its 
companion ships.

In far 
less than two months he received orders 
to have the bridge back in commission in 
two weeks. He surveyed the ruin he had 
wrought, set his jaws hard, and executed 
the order. The Germans tell the story 
better—like this: | 

* Orders to wreck the bridge so that it 
could not be repaired fortwo months. He 
did it.

But as to tricks, the Russians can 
match the Germans any day, with their 
decoy trenches and dummy guns. The 
decoy trenches, which are left somewhat 
exposed, are dug 1,500 to 2,000 feet in 
front of the actual trenches, which are 
heavily screened with earth and boughs. 
On the decoy trenches are mounted—not 
too obviousiy—the dummy guns fash- 
oned out of logs. The actual gune—only 
light pieces, of course—are back on the 
lines of actual trenches, and these guns 
are almost entirely buried in the earth. 

The high advantage of all this decoy 
business, which involves a vast amount 
of grim toil, is that when the flyers think 
they have discovered the true position of 
the enemy, and begin to signal their In- 
formation to the artillery, they have dis- 
covered only the false trenches and the 
dummy guns. And when the artillery 
acts on this information it is pounding 
omly the decoy works to pieces and work- 
ing no harm at all to the true position, 
nearly a third of a mile away... 

When the German flyers were hover- 
ing above the Russian positions the Rus- 
siams permitted no firing, and so days 
would sometimes pass before the flyers— 
very puzzled, and eo rendered suspicious— 
would, partly by chance and partly by 
persistence, get an inkling of the real 
state of affairs.

SHIP A FLOATING RAINBOW 
TO PROVE ITS NEUTRALITY. 


Dutch Freighter, Painted to Dazzle 
Belligerents’ Eyes Ten Miles

floating rainbow from Holland steamed 
into New York harbor today in the form 
of the 400 foot freight steamship Blot- 
berg, from Rotterdam.

FIGHT TO DECIDE

Russian Victory at Lupkow

LONDON, March 27.—On the outcome 
of the great battle now being waged in 
the Carpathians hinges Italy's immediate 
entrance into the Buropean war on the 
side of the allies, according to reports 
from authoritative sources tonight. 

Italy is ready to strike Reports from 
shipping centers all over the world in- 
dicate that streams of Italian reservists 
are pouring back to their native land, de- 
spite denials from Italian officials that 
they have been recalled. 

The field artillery reservists of the 1888 
class, who were called out on Jan. 28, have 
been retained for service for an addition- 
al month. 

Hangs on Austrian Victory. 

From private sources came the informa- 
tion tonight that officilaldom in Rome is 
watching for news from the Lupkow pass 
with more eagerness than Pétrograd or 
Vienna. 

A crushing defeat for the Austro-Ger- 
mans may send an Malian army tumDting 
over the Austrian borders to seize Istria 
and Trent while the Russians advance 
into Hungary. On the other hand, a 
‘staggering blow for the Slavs may mean 
further wearisome negotiations with 
Franz Jovef in the hope that the aged 
Austrian ruler may yet yleld some of h 
territory. :

SINKS THE U-37 
AFTER ATTACK? 


Captain of Lizzie Says He 
Rammed German After it’ 
Had Hit the Delmira, 


LONDON, March 27.—Capt. Evens of 
the British steamer Lizzie wired the 
admiralty tonight thatin all probability 
his vessel sank or badly damaged the 
German submarine U-37 at 11:30 a. m. on 
Thursday, after the U-37 torpedoed the 
steamer Delmira in the English chamnel. 

The message came from Lianelly, a sea- 
port of Wales, where the Lizzie arrived 
this evening. 

Capt. Smith wired that he was passing 
through the channel] when the U-37 shot 
a torpedo at the Delmira. He ordered full 
speed ahead just as the submarine dived, 
he said. tet 

A moment later a heavy body ground 
agains the Lizzie’s keel and within a few 
seconds the water of its stern was covered 
with oil, indicating that the German 
either went to the bottom or was badly 
damaged. :

PARIS, March 27.—The trans-Atlantic 
liner Niagara, from New York to Havre, 
on Thursday encountered a German sub- 
marine off Cherbourg, according to a dis- 
patch from Havre to the Havas agency.

The negro champion is a cunning, 
shrewd master of the art of cleverness 
and one of the greatest things he does in 
the ring is to take care of himself. He 
is acknowledged to be a great defensive 
fighter, but he is not one whit the less 
famous when it comes to offensive mill- 
ing. 

There is just one other thing that may 
be important in solving the problem of 
which man will win in Havana. That 
is the champion'’s condition. For a long 
ime—in fact, for several of the last few 
years—reports have been wafted by cabie 
from foreign countries that Johnson was 
“all in,” the cause given being rictous 
living. Before the negro etacked up 
sgainst Frank Moran in Paris it was said 
that he was in a condition which presaged 
defeat. Yet he defeated Moran, which 
zgeems to show that these reports have 
been exaggerated or that Johnson is im- 
mune to the inroads of gaid riotous living. 


What Is Negro’s Condition? 
“When Jack first was matched with Wii- 
lard these same reports gained circula- 
tion, but from Havana the other day 
there came a cable saying: “* Johnson 
fat. but stamina good.” If his stamina 
ig good while carrying excess poundage 
ne certainly should «be better fortified 
to battle for his title with training, go 
too much faith must not be placed in 
unverified reports. 

When everything 1s taken into consid- 
eration it le not hard to see why Wil- 
lard’s task is a mighty one. What he 
has to offer in exchange for the craft of 
the black man may make him champion, 
but if the Johnson of past performances 
fe in the ring at Hevane on April 5 it 
would appear that the white man’s 
chances of taking the title are remote. 
TWillard lacks the experience and ring 
generalship of his opponent. He is bet- 
ter on offense t defense.

HEN the furniture of a room so 
thoroughly partakes of a gen- 


eral character of the treatment 


that is accorded to the floor and 
to the walle as to give it the full 
appearance of being a part of the room, 
decided succcss is scored by the decorat- 
or, Many and greatly varied are the 
methods resorted to in an attempt at 

“pulling together," which is the deco- 
rator’s term for keeping harmony in line 
as well as color. 

One of the conspicuous methods that 
have been. accepted in instances enough to 
create a sort of vogue is the use of checks” 
—the “checkerboard scheme,” as it is 
called. This has grown.to be recognized 
asa solution to many vexing problems. 

If a decorator has two inharmonious 
colors, Which he has uged because of his 
willingness to concede to the probakly 
poor taste of a client, presto! out comes 
the checkerboard and the difficulty is 
_met. For example, he may have a red 
room and find his client insists upon the 
use of a preponderance of green in the 
upholstery of her furniture. He will 
poften the clash by a border, wherever its 
use is permissible, mace of alternately 
dull red and dull green checks. 

The use of these checks is particularly 
_ effective at the upper and lower edges of 
coves, and it is also to be seen bemeath 
picture molcings, extending clear around 
the room. Frequently separate wall 
epace is framed in with it. 

A modern living room in light gray 
furnished with black furniture ‘and vivi- 
fied by means of large splotches of orange 
. color is striking. In this room the walls 
are done into panels by means of strips 
of black and yellow checks, each check 
measuring about three-quarters of an

genuine antique. Yet she was not willing 
to have the white oak spoiled by staining 
it to bring it into relation with the ma- 
hogany. The good old mahogany furni- 
ture was finally brought into relation 
with the white oak by adding to the floor 

@ parquetry border combining oak and 

mahogany and by papering the upper 

wall in a fine mahogany pink. The deco- 
rator attributes the success of this rocm 


to the checker made by the parquetry 
border. or. :

Fore- 
most among these causes, of course, ie, 
the European war. Burope is closed to 
the pleasure seeker and will be for some 
time to come.

No Fears for Accommodations. 

The question of accommodation and 
the availability of supplies has worried 
many prospretive tourists, who have 
longed to take the trip but have been 
somewhat in doubt as to western condi- 
tions. Figures compiled on the ground 
tm a census taken by the Lincoln Highway 
association for use in a roa: guide of the 
Lincoln highway, now being compiled, 
show these fears to be groundless and in 
most cases to be based on a popular mis- 
conception of the west as it is today. 

We laugh heartily at the Englishman 
who innocently inquires as to the buffalo 
hunting about Chicago, and yet a Chi- 
cazto editor who was being swamped with 
questions .with reference to the Lincoln 
highway across the west actually wrote 
to the adjutant general of Wyoming this 
apring Inquiring as to the possibility of 
tourists being held up by “ bad men” or 
“road agents,”’ and suggesting that it 
might be wise to have the Lincoln high- 
way patrolied by state militia for the pro- 
tection of tour'sts. The adjutant general 
of Wyoming wrote back, properly rebuk- 
ing the editor, and stating that it had 
been his éxperience that the farther one 
got from the east and the larger cities 
the more secure one was from holdup. 


Straight 400 Mile Trip. 

The Lincoln highway across Wyoming 
runs through Cheyenne, Laramie, Rock 
Springs and Evanetcn in almost a 
straight line for a distance of about 400 
miles, a t:ip which can be easily made in 
four days, leisurely driving, in good 
weather. Along this route the tour'st will 
encounter twelve hotels and twenty-six 
points where meals and lodging can be 
gecured in addition to the hotels. 

Out of the thirteen garages along this 
section of the road, nine carry standard 
sizes of tires in stock. Therg are twenty- 
five etations where gas and oil may be 
secured and thirty good camp cities, 
while water may be had et no less than 
forty-one different points. Twenty-four 
telephone and twenty-three telegraph 
stations along the route average less 
than twenty miles apart, and keep the 
tourist in close touch with “ civilization.”

to be attempted only by the most adven- 
turous, and, then without the slightest 
idea as to the roads to be followed, the 
time necessary, the expense, or the out- 
come. the work which has been accom- 
Plished through the nation-wide co- 
operation of the last year can be better 
appreciated. As Mr Weldon saye: “Now 
even a breakdown in the middle of the 
_ desert ie not ser'ous, for it is certain to 
“be only an hour or so before another car, 
a man on horseback, a motorcycle, a 
truck, or some other vehicle passes going 
one way or the other.”’ 


Lincoln Highway Best. 

The transcontinental! tourist of this year 
may think that in some places the road 
is poor; it may actually be in terrible con- 
aition; but he should net forget this: it is 
the beet road and if ‘ts condition is bad 
all othé? roads will be worse. So, no mat- 
ter what conditions you may encounter 
on the Lincoln highway. co not quest'on 
your judgment in following that route. 
It has been picked as the best by men 
who know, men who have driven over al! 
the routes and are competent to judge. 

And if the tourist thinks the road is 
poor today he should have made a trans- 
continental trip two years ago, and then 
he would be able to really realize the 
tremendous progress which has een 
made and which will continue to go on 
at the same rate during the years to come. 
It is only such a man who can get the 
true perspective on’ what the Lincoln

FOR THE WEST

Several years ago W. O. L. Westgaard,

Association of America, started on his 
pathfinder trail blazing trips, and to his 
credit and tothe credit of the car he drove 
stand the monuments of the northwest 
trali, which will carry tourists who de- 
sire to travel from Chicago to pase 


through the interesting country of. Min- 
nesota, the Dakotas, Montana, northern 
Idaho, and Oregon, reaching Spokahe. 
Seattle, and Portland. ' 


Then it leads down through the wonder- 


ful scenic beauty of northern California. 


The Overland trail, now generally 
known as the Lincoln highway, gods 
through the immense farming country of 
Tilinols, Iowa, Nebraska, through the 
Rockies 'n the vicinity of Pike's Peak 
thence to Salt Lake City and San Fran- 


cjsco. 
Midland Trail Route. 

The Midland trail parallels the Lincoln 
highway several hundred mfles south, 
and the Southern National highway, 
which carries the tourist through the in- 
tensely interesting desert country, the 
home of the Pueblo Indians. the cliff 
dwellers, across the majestic stretches 
of the great American desert. and thence 
up along the wonderful road from Los An- 
geles to San Francisco. 

All five of these great national] trunk 

roads will be dotted with tourists through- 
out the spring and summer, and already 
hundreds are completing their prepara- 
tions and starting out. At present the 
Lincoln highway and the Midland trail 
are both in suitable condition for the tour- 
ists. 
Reaching Chicago over any one of the 
various long stretches of highway that 
connect the eastern coast cities with the 
real starting point for the jaunt into the 
west, the tourist will now find these two 
roads in exceptionally good shape. They 
are also in easy passable condition from 
Chicago to Denver. 


, Two Routes to Omaha. 

The tourist who chooses the northern- 
most of the routes now passable may take 
one of two routes from Chicago to Oma- 
ha. The readily recognized Lincoln high- 
way goes almost directly west from Chi- 
cago to Clintom Ia., thence through Ce- 
dar Rapids, Marshalltown, Ames, to Oma- 
ha. The most southern route goes in a 
southwesterly direction from Chicago 
through Ottawa to the tri-cities of Moline, 
Rock island, and Davenport, thence over 
what is known as the river to river road 
to Des Moines, Council Bbuffs, and: Oma- 
ha. The advantage of this particular 
route acress Illinois and Iowa is that it 
carries the tourist through the larger 
cities. 

From Omaha choice can be taken of the 
routes known as the North Platte route, 
going through Fremont, Kearney, and 
thenceyto Cheyenne, Wyo., Laramie, and 
Grange? to Salt Lake City. 


Aiternate Trip Offered. 

Or the Omaha-Denver route may be se- 
lected, which will carry the tourist 
through Lincoln, Hastings, Denver. and 
thence to Salt Lake City. From Salt 
Lake City to San Francisco the general 
route passes through Ely, Reno, Sacra- 
mento, thence to San Francisco. 

The Micland trail is the second road 
which is in good touring shape at this 
time of the year, and to reach this trail 
the tourist takes the tri-city from Chi- 
cago to Davenport, thence along the riv- 
er to river road to Des Moines, and 
thence abruptly south to Kansas City. 

The trail from here leads through the 
central part of Kansas, thence to Denver, 
to Salt Lake City, and to San Francisco; 
or another sharp turn south can be made 
at Denver over the Sunset trail to Santa 
Fé, Albuquerque, and thence west 
through central Arizona, across the Mo- 
jave desert to-Los Angeles, and thence 


north to San Francisco.

SUCCESSFUL ON 
COLORADO ROADS 


Remarkable Mountain High- 


Ways Constructed at Little 
Expense to the State, 


Colorado Springs, Colo., March 27.— 
[Special.]—Good roads advocates are giv- 
ing increasing attention to the question of 
the employment of convicts in road build- 
ing. Throughout the country state good 
roeds associations are passing resolu- 
tions favoring the adoption of the convict 
Tabor system. Good roads organizations 
and advocates are discussing the merits 
and disadvantages of the plan, and many 
are studying the system as applied in 
other states. 

Colorado has been using convict labor 
for the last seven years. So successful’ 
has it proved in this state that others have 
modeled their laws and plan of operation 
after those of Colorado, and the goverm 
orgs during their annual conference at 
Colorado Springs last August spent much 
time in studying at first hand the won- 
Gerful highways that Colorado has built 
by convict labor. 


Executives See Roads. 

Twenty-four governors made up a party 
for a trip of inspection over the Colorado 
Springs-Cafion City highway and the 
Pike’s peak oceam to ocean road in Ute 
pass, two of the most perfect mountain 
roade in the United States and twoof the 
best examples of the results of convict 
labor. 

The Colorado Springs-Cafion City high- 
way is one of the best examples of scien- 
tific road building in the state. For twen- 
ty miles south of Colorado Springs the 
road winds around the foothills and 
mountains, practicaily the entire roadbed 
having been cut out of the hillside and in 
many places blasted out of solid rock. 

For the remaining twenty-five miles to 
Cafion City the way is over foothills and 
through undulating country. Besides 
being a marvel in engineering the road is 
one of the most scenic and picturesque in 
the evest, passing as it does through Red 
Rock eafion, Dead Man’‘s cafion, and 
many other mountain beauty spots. 


Succession of Climbs. 
The road averages eighteen feet in width 
and is perfectly crowned and drained. 
Although it offers a succession of climbe,

80 skillfully was the engineering work 
done that heavy grades have been elimi- 
nated and the motorist is confronted with 
only one grade as high as 6 per cent. 

Ute pass is one of the historic gateways 
of the mountain country, and down to 
sides centuries before Columbus discov- 
ered America the Ute Indians had worn 
with soft moccasined tread a plainly dis- 
tinguishable trail. In building the first 
road across the range'to freight supplies 
to Leadville, Aspen, and the other mining 
camps the white man followed the trail 
of the Indian. A few years ago the main 
portion of this road between Manitou and 
Cascade was entirely rebuilt by convict 
labor. It has been pronounced a splendid 
example of road building. 


Convict Labor Success. 

Wherever convict labor has been tried 
the results have been satisfactory. This 
applies especially to the benefits derived 
by the convicts themselves. Under the 
Colorado system the convict is allowed 
ten days off his sentence for each month 
of labor on the roads. This is in addi- 
tion to the usual reduction for good be- 
havior. 

Besides, in Colorado, the employment 
of convicts:on the roads has been singu- 
larly successful because the cost of build- 
ing many of its mountain roads would 
be almost prohtbitive if the state were 
compelled to construct them under ordi- 
nary conditions. The entire country has 
reaped the benefits of Colorado's pioneer- 
ing because it has been able to open to 
travelers from all sections of the country 
some of its most splendid mountain scen- 


for many of the other states in the adop- 
tion of some system for the employment 
of convicts on state and county roads. 


Warden Tells Benefits. 

In speaking of what can be accom- 
plished, Thomas J. Tynan, warden of the 
state penitentiary, under whose super- 
vision the work the last three years has 
been done, recently said: 

-“ ‘The benefits in this or any other state 
from a broad and acientific system of 
convict road building can scarcely be 
estimated. Basing our figures on actual 
experience we are confident that we can 
construct in the next ten years more than 
56,000 miles of the very finest roadways 
for less than $500,000 and this without 
adding anything whatever to the burden 
of the taxpayers. 

“ During one month we worked thirty- 
five men at one camp on the road. The 
number of days employed was twenty- 
four and three-quarters. Each of these 
thirty-five men rendered to the state la- 
bor equivalent in value to $2 and $3 a 
day. The labor for each man cost the 
state exactly 25 cents per day. 

“The man who: is allowed to leave the 
prison for the road camp has prac- 
tically seem the last of prison life 
if he conducts himeelf properly; his 
food and clothing are better; his 
self-respect is preserved., During the 
last three years we‘have had more than 
1,000 unguarded individual prisoners in 
the convict camps. Less than 1 per cent 
have violated their pledges and made suc- 
cessful escape.”

GAIN BY CO-OPERATION.

ORDES of caterpillars proved a 
gerious menace to railroad opera- 
tion last summer on the McCloud 
River fallroad in northern Cali- 
fornia. Locomottves could not 

make traction because of the millions of 
wriggling crawlers that clogged the raila, 
forming a slimy mass as the engine passed 
over them. Master Mechanic John Ken- 
nedy devised a system of forcing live 
steam from the locomotive boiler upon the 
rails ahead of the coweatcher. The heat 
killed the insects, while the force of the 
jet threw thetr-bodies off the track without 
crushing them. In thie manner the prob- 
lem was solved with slight expense, as 
Mr. Kennedy's invention was of extreme 
simplicity. It consists of a couple of 
small tubes extending from the boiler 
to the front of the locomotive and termi- 
hating a few inches above each rail.

Gasoline Switching Locomotive. 
In some places it is considered a luxury 
to use a switching locomotive because of 


umption of fuel while the locomotive is 
mot in service. Hence, unless there is 
enough work for the locomotive to do the 

_ twenty-four hours of the day the work of 
switching is done by the engines of freight 
trains. 

In order to provide a cuitable locomotive 
for such conditions, in which there will be 
a minimum of eXpense for operation and 
mo expense durifig the idle hours of the 
locomotive, a“Pusoline switching engine 
has been designed and is now ip use at 
Matador, Texas. , 

It haa a 300 horse power engine and ex 
ercises a tractive effort of 12,000 pounds, 
at six miles per hour. The engine is of 
six cylinder type, with cylinders 11 by 15 
inches. The power transmission, which 
is pneumatically operated, is effected by 
means of a sprocket on the crankshaft 
connected by a chain toa sleeve working 
free on the rear driving axle and is then 
transferred under mitiple disk friction 
clutch to the forward driving axle, where, 
by an octaroon clutch, the power is either 
magnified by a series of gears to produce 
heavy tractive effort and high torque for 
Starting processes, or is delivered direct 
to the driving wheels. Once the locomo- 
tive is in motion the gears are cut out, and 

it is operated py the direct connection.

To Boy Scouts in particulars the busil- 
ness of kite flying can be made of unusual 
interest by making a real study of the 
principles and by building real kites. Of 
course about 85 per cent of the fun isin 
the making of the kite, anyway. 

There probably’are more than a hun- 
dred good kite designs, but the most effi- 
cient designs are all based on the first of 
the cellular kitea invented by Lieut. Har- 
grave of Australia. In the United States 
this is more generally known as the box 
kite, and in scientific circles, where it finds 
practical use, it is called the Blue Hill 
kite, 

This Hargrave or box kite is almost as 
easily made as the old style three stick 
kite, with its cumbersome, unworkman- 
like tail. A pocket knife, a few straight, 
workable sticks, string, paper, and paste 
are all that you need, plus a little skill 
with the knife, 

Dimensions may vary according to the 
desire of the builder, and from experi- 
mentation a great deal can be learned 
that is of value to-.any boy student of 
aviation.

XPLOSIVES are Loge omg Ragone 
ered destructive rather bh con- 
structive, yet it is a fact that the 

greatest modern use of explosives is for 
constructive, productive work. In 1914 
farmers, nurserymen and orchardists of 
the United States used approximately 
twenty-five thousand pounds of explo- 
sives to prepare land for cultivation and 
increase crop and fruit production. 

One of the most striking and eo 
oughly established uses of explosives in 
agriculture is for preparing ground for 
tree pleating, and in the freatment of 
old or sick fruit, shade, and ernameaint 
tteés to give them a new lease of life. 

The theory of the use of explosives 
in connection with trees is the same, 
both for preparing the ground and for 
regenerative treatment, and that is to 
provide subsoil storage under a 
around the tree for water and to creaté 
a proper home for the root system. 

A healthy tree is just as extensive 
below as it is above gtound. Witness 
mountain ash and other ornamental 
trees planted upside down, the Hm 
and branches serving for roots and the 
roots bearing leaves and fruit. Prac- 
tically all trees are reversible in thi 
fashion., This is an important fact, an 
should never be lost sight of in arbori- 
culture. 

Water is the life blood of all forms 
of vegetation. ,The pant or tree does 
not thrive on the water, but by means 
of the water. Your blood is not your 
food, but it transports the life-giving 
and stretigth-building food elements 
throughout your system where each 
particular cell takes what it needs for 
its development. In the human system 
we must have a good circulation of 
blood and we must k that blood 


obtained from the digestive system; just 
so a plant or tree must be provided with 
good circulation of water or sap, and it 
_must obtain the necessary food elements 
from the soil for transportation by this 
water or sap to all parts of the plant 
or tree. 

Anything which affects the health of 
the roots of a tree’ also affects the 
leaves, flowers and fruit. A tree has 
just so much gtowing energy and pro- 
ductive power. If the roots lay in soil 
so hard ard oe that they have to fight 
for growth and seek in vain for food, 
the part of the tree above ground is 
going to be weakened and starved, and 
will produce little or no flowers or fruit. 
. The modern horticulturist and land- 
scape gardener uses explosives for
